The period of adjustment pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.703(a)(1) is the number of 
days in the period beginning on the day ("the 14 month date") after the date that is 
fourteen months after the date on which the application was filed pursuant to 35 U.S.C. 
§ 1 1 1(a), or fulfilled the requirements pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 371 , and ending on the 
date of mailing or either an action pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 132 or a notice of allowance 
pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 151, whichever comes first.
